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REDICK O’BRYAN FIRED. 
FROM HOLC LEGAL JOB 


State Counsel Appeals to Sen- 
ator Clark to Have Ouster 
Set Aside. 


Redick O’Bryan, state counsél for 
the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 


tion since its inception in 1933, 
has been fired from his $5100-asyear 
job “without prejudice,” effective 
Dec. 20, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

O’Bryan, failing to elicit an ex- 
planation satisfactory to him for 
his sudden dismissal, has appealed 
to his sponsor, United States Sen- 
ator Bennett Champ Clark, to have 
the dismissal set aside. His suc- 
cessor has not. been officially an- 
nounced. 

Telling a Post-Dispatch reporter 
of his ouster, which he said came 
as “a bolt from the blue,” O’Bryan 
related that on Dec. 3 he found 
awaiting him in his office in the 
old Federal Building, at Eighth and 
Olive streets, E. K. Neumann, as 
sociate general counsel of the 
HOLC, who had come here from 
Washington by airplane. 

Personnel Man’s Letter. 

“Neumann handed me an ut 
sealed envelope,” O’Bryan _ said, 
“containing a letter from C. W. 
Palmer, director of personnel, in- 
formnig me that my services would 
be terminated at the close of busi- 
ness Dec. 20 because the legal de- 
partment was in process of ‘over- 
hauling’.” 

Attached to the letter was 4 yel- 
low slip, stating O’Bryan was dis- 


missed “without prejudice,” effec- |} 


tive on that date, although he 
would remain on the payroll until 
March 7, the expiration of accum- 
ulated leave to which he was en- 
titled. 

O’Bryan, in his letter of protest 
to Senator Clark, recapitulated his 
official record since his appoint- 
ment July 22, 1933, including ex- 
posure of a fake bond ring which 
defrauded the Government of about 
$45,000 in two years through sup- 
plying uncollectible redemption 
bonds for home owners in S8t. 
Louis and St. Louis County whose 
properties were foreclosed by the 
HOLS. He said he also attacked 
“chisellers” trying t6 collect the 
difference between the market and 
par value of bonds and attorneys 
who were getting fees from mort- 
gagers to put their loans through. 
The local office has authorized 24,- 
607 loans, out of 41,000 applications, 
aggregating $74,390,000, without a 
bad title loss, O’Bryan said. 

O’Bryan Former Publisher. 

Prior to his HOLC appointment 
O’Bryan, who is 50 years old, was 
pubHsher of the Moberly Home 
Press, a weekly publication, and a 
member of the 1933 Legislature 
from Randolph County. He was an 
original Clark supporter in 1932. 
He lives at 5501 Waterman avenue 
with his wife and two children. 

As told exclusively in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, O’Bryan 
disclosed to the Securities and Ex- 
change Committee that while a 
member of the Legislature he was 
offered a $10,000-a-year job with 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri as 
an inducement to support the Bu- 
ford “mystery” utilities bill and 
abandon his advocacy of municipal 
power plants. The Buford bill, ve- 
toed by Gov. Guy B. Park, was 
written by a Union Electric attor- 
ney and would have abolished the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, regulating authority for pub- 
lic utilities, and would have sub- 
stituted a Commerce Commission 
with less power.
